ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 5.— The second 


section of train No. 15, tho Adriondaek 
and Montreal express from New York, 
on the Central Hudson railroad, was 
wrecked at a point about three miles 
below Green Bush between midnight 
and 1 o'clock. Six sleepers -were 
wrecked,bnt miraculous as it may seem, 
no oiiewas killed. The injured list 
will foot up about eeven, the most 
seriously injured being Mrs. Atkinson, 
of Tienton, N. J., who was badly cut, 
and Trainman Salzbaugh.back wrenched. 
The others have 
backs 
and limbs 


wrenched, but none of the cases are fatal. 
A single rail placed crosswise on the 
track in front of the train, resulted in 
the disaster. Six coaches were turned 
bottom side up on the bottom of a fif- 
teen foot embankment and three wer« 
twisted and wrecked beyond repair. 


The officers of the load, physicians 


and a United Press reporter left on a 
special train at 2:30 a. in. for the scene 
of the wreck. Of the eight sleepers com- 
prising the train but two were left on 
the track. The others were either on 
the embankment or lying across tho 
rails. Traflio was at a standstill aud 
not a train was moving after midnight. 
It is unlikely that the blockade will be 
lifted before noon to day. Tho train 
was in charge of Conductor Hudson 
who was in the first sleeper when tho 
crash came. 
He felt himself hurled 


through the air. 


The car turned a complete somersault 


and settled in tho bottom of the ditch 
bottom up. Head Trainman Salzbaugh 
crawled out the window, and f.fter pro- 
curing a light released Mrs. Atkinson, 
who was tho only passengor iu the car. 
Tho woman was borne to the icar and 
placed in a sleeper compartment in one 
of the rear oars, All of the other pas- 
sengers were taken through the windows 
of the partly wrecked cars, and assisted 
to the rear where they were made com- 
fortable. 


Among tho sixty passengers were a 


number of New Yorkers, and nearly 
half of the total were women. Nearly 
all were asleep in their berths and know 
nothing until they 
felt themselves 


dashed from their bunks, and opened 
their eyes to find themselves lying 
across other passengers. 


The destruction of tho trian must 


have been decided upon in a hurry for 
the wrecked train was but twenty-five 
minutes behind the first section and 
that came through all right. The loss 
in money to the company will foot up 
into the thousands. The first indica- 
tion the engineer had of an obstruction 
on the track was the complete turning 
over of his engine with a terrific crash. 


ANOTHER 
ATTEMPT
